districts. 
Apples and fruits suffered 
great damage by the high wind of the 
11th, which blew olT the fruit in 
large 
quantities, thus greatly reducing the 
already poor prospects for a yield of

Sinai congregation, took occasion to 
reiterate his views on the present po- 
itica l situation as

time ago in his letter to Lad o r Hlum 
cnthal of Chicago. 
A t th at time he 
-aid that no .Jews should vote for Sam ­ 
uel A Sch u ler m erely because he was a 
Je w , but should be governed entirely 
by his political affiliations 
and con­ 
science. 
In his sermon Dr. H irsch mentioned 
no names, but made himself plain as 
to his meaning when he discussed the 
theme: 
A re W e a Mem ory Standing 
for Judaism in the Past, or a Message 
for a Better Hum anityV 
In 
part he 
said : 


' ‘Judaism is a religion, not a race: 
an aspiration, not a nationality. 
In 
order to light t he prejudice existing 
against us 
we 
first should give aid 
where aid is necessary. 
W e should 
beware not to make ourselves the sub­ 
jects of political controversy. 
W h en 
we have arguments to make we should 
make them in tt e synagogue and not 
in the street. 
‘Religious affiliations do not control 
political affiliations. 
A man may be 
of our creed, but that does not neces­ 
sarily entitle him to support political­ 
ly. 
In the m atter of voting we should 
vote as Am erican citizens, not as Jew s. 
Th ere is no such thing as Judaism in 
p jlitics.
